Mae brief history that follows about the’ immigrant John 
Deakle of Hannover, Germany I have chosen the Spelling DEAKLE. 
The spelling used most often in early records was DEKLE, but for 
the purpose\of familarity I have decided not to use this spelling. 
It is said in\Germany that the name was DEGKLE or TECKLE and that 
the present. form of the name is an Americanized spelling. 


The founder ofthe Deakle family in/America was John Deakle, 
who came to Effingham County, Georgia din 1734 from Hannover, Ger- 
many. John was seventeen years old whén he immigrated to this 
country. He was born in1717. He became identified with the Salz- 
burger Colony, composed of German Ijitherans. There is some doubt 
about John Deakle, whether he was Autheran or Moravian in his 
religeous belief. \ 


John Deakle had. five sons: Charles George, Thomas, William, 
and Leonard, and three daughters‘by his wife Sallie Grisson, a 
Welch woman, . 


Charles, the son of John; came to\Conecuh County, Alabama. 
He had, I believe, four sohs and four daughters.

George, the son of John, married Nancy, Roundtree. He had 
three sons and five daughters. YQ 
Thomas, the third/son of John, had six sons and four daugh- 
ters; Thomas moved tO South Georgia, and was the, progenitor of 
most of the Deakles/ in and around Thomasville. ;

CHARLES DEAKLE 


Charles Deakle was one of five brothers living in the state 
of Georgia in the early eighteen hundreds. He had four brothers; 
the names of which were George, Thomas, William, and Leonard . 


Charles Deakle was first found in Montgomery County Georgia 
in 1806 on a tax roll. He paid tax on seven hundred acres of 
land. He also sold a piece of land in Jones County Georgia in 
or about 1806. 


Sometime after 1806 Charles Deakle leaves Montgomery County 
Georgia and along with his family moves to Gonecuh County in 
Alabama, probably in the Burnt Corn area. In 1820 on the census 
for Conecuh County Charles is shown as having seven children, 
three boys and four girls under the age of twenty one. The last 
record I have of Charles Deakle is in 1827 he joins the Bethany 
Baptist Church, Burnt Corn, Alabama. The church minutes read as 
follows; In 1827 there were twenty two additions: Mr and Mrs 
Charles Dekal, Dolly Wells, and Mary Snowden in April; Mr and 
Mrs John Adams in May; Mary Salter and Lindy Wood in June; Mr 
and Mrs Daniel Simpson in July; Ester Pugh and (Black) Simon in 


‘October; Winney Lamkin, David Lee», Robert iver and (Black)Jane

Waldrum in November; Mrs Laban Warren and Rac 1 Ivey by bapt- 


ism in December. 


On the Conecuh County Federal Census of 1830 the-wife. of.. 
Charles is shown as being the head of household with her son in 
the next household. This indicates that Charles has died be- 
tween 1827 and 1830. Sometime after 1830 and before 1840 the 
family of Charles leaves Conecuh County and moves to the County 
of Wilcox in south central Alabama. It is here that four of the 
children of Charles. and: Elizabeth marry. :

Three of Charles Deakles' sons.came to. Mobile County before 
1830. Phey-were—Andrewy—-Wittis,-and William. Andrew and Willis 


‘remain in Mobile County to live and rear a family and I believe 


William left. Mobile County and went to Wilcox County. All early 
Deakle families descended from these two remaining brothers, 
Andrew and Willis» in the Mobile County area. 


Charles and his family seem to have been men of substance 
as Charles owned land and slaves while one of his sons. Andrew 
was an engineer and farmer of considerable wealth and another, 
John G. Deakle was a Justice of the Peace.

Daisy was born to Victor and Betsy on November 15, 1839 and died on 
May 5, 1928. She married Bazile Deakle on January 13, 1859 "at the house 
of Andrew Deakle."! Her sister, Victoria, was to marry in 1867 Bazile's 
brother, Joe Deakle. 


Bazile was born on March 14, 1835 and died on July 25, 1924. His 
parents were Andrew Deakle and Agnes Grelot. Andrew Deakle was born in 
Georgia in 1805, and came to Bayou la Batre with his two brothers, Willis 
and (name unknown) to live. He was well educated for his day and time, 
having come from a prominent well-to-do and wealthy family of Georgia. He 
was Justice of the Peace’and Land Surveyor in Mobile County. Andrew also |. 
farmed. He married Agnes Grelot, daughter of Bartholemy Grelot and 
Marguerite Bouzage. Andrew and Agnes had seven children. Two of their sons, 
Joe and Bazile, married two sisters, Victoria and Desire' Bosarge. 


The following gravestone inscription is found in Oddfellow's Cemetery 
in Bayou'la Batre, Alabama: 


Sacred to the Memory of Andrew Deakle 

Born in 1802 and died in 1862
